The rate, if the finance committee's recom- 
mendations are granted, will be $29.68, If 
all the special articles were passed the rate 
would be $34.50.

Under the revised proposal, Section IV, 
(1) has been changed to allow the construc 
tion in single residence districts not only of 
one family detached houses, but also of 
“double houses to conform to neighboring 
residences.”’ Section LV, (2) has been changed 
by an addition which prohibits the construc 
tion or operation of over-night camps 
Section IV, (6), makes the construction of 
private, non-profit-making clubs, subject to 
permit by the Board of Appeals. Section [IV 
| (8) allows the sale of home manufactured 
products made on the premises in addition 
to the sale of produce at farms, truck gardens, 
nurseries and greenhouses 

What was Section V (2) has been left out 
entirely. This permitted the construction in 
educational districts of residences for more 
than two families, apartment house, apart 
ment hotel, dormitory, hotel, inn or tea room. 
Any use permitted in residential districts 
still applies 

Section X (2), dealing with the removal 
for sale of loam, sand, gravel or quarried 
stone, has been changed considerably. Previ 
ously this was not permitted in Single Resi 
dence or Educational districts, but the new 
proposal hints the application of the regula 
tion to land within 250 feet of a street line. 
‘The Board of Appeals may waive this regula 
tion in specific cases, however. No loam is to 
be removed purely for sale for more than 
one-half its depth in any part of the town 
“Sod” has been left out of this section and 
| Section XIII, (2 

Section XI (5) which previously consid- 
ered as permissible “stables and places for 
| keeping or raising animals,”’ has substituted 
| the less specific terminology “buildings inci 
dental to a farm requirement.” 

Roadside stands would be permitted to 
sell produce from adjoining towns in an 
other addition under Section XIII, (1) 
The only other change is in Section NIL (3) 
where Aids are added to the list of possible 
permits by the board of appeals. This section 
also allows the board of appeals to grant per 
mits for most of the structures left out in 
Sec tion \ (2) 

In an endeavor to explain the proposed by 
law to the voters and also to remove all 
objections, the committee has been active 
since last October in meeting various groups 
‘Twenty letters were sent out to the various 
organizations in town and talks were given 
to fifteen organizations. The committee has 
talked to over 700 persons 

Ihe letter sent to the organization asked: 
“Will you give us an opportunity to have 
one of our Board explain to your members, 
any features that are not clear, and to hear 
any objections?” Asa result of this contact- 
ing of the various groups and individuals the 
committee now feels, in the words of its 
chairman, Walter M. Lamont, ‘We do not

Among the lonely outposts of the 
British empire, the Falkland islands 
are among the most southerly; situat 
ed about three hundred miles off the 
enst coast of South America, The 
stormy waters which wash around 
Cape Horn, beat against the south- 
western shores, and few indeed are 
the mariners who visit these Islands.
